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Park owners decide to 
promote themselves 


HOLIDAY parks across the county have vowed to fight 
government cutbacks on tourism promotion by taking on 
the job themselves. 

Following the recent loss of South West Tourism, the 
regional development agency, park owners across Dorset 
have got together to stop the county falling behind other 
UK tourism hotspots. 

Despite central government cutbacks, West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council are continuing to promote tourism through 
their “visit-Dorset” website, but to help their cause the 
West Dorset Holiday Parks Association have developed 
a new website which now features more than 80 caravan 
and camping parks across the county. 

At present, more than 20,000 people in Dorset work in 
tourism-related occupations and Dorset has an £800 mil- 
lion-plus tourism economy but the West Dorset Holiday 
Parks Association fear that thousands of jobs could be at 
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risk if parks are not pro-active in their promotion. 

Martin Cox, who runs Highlands End Holiday Park in 
Eype and Golden Cap Holiday Park in Seatown, is a 
member of the West Dorset Holiday Parks Association. 
He said: “Tourism in Britain has been on the rise in re¬ 
cent years, but it’s a highly competitive industry and 
there are many other regions which would dearly love to 
woo our visitors. 

“Unless we go out there and market ourselves vigor¬ 
ously to holidaymakers, Dorset will be playing second 
fiddle to other more proactive destinations,” 

The developing website provides listings and links to 
holiday parks and is already receiving thousands of 
“hits” each month.

View from Westminster 


High importance on exporting 


A S you will have no¬ 
ticed, dear reader, 
there have been plenty 
of hard hitting stories over the 
past few weeks. 

Newspaper closures, phone¬ 
hacking, bailouts, strikes, by- 
elections and the continuing 
rumblings of the Arab Spring 
have dominated headlines. 

I have decided, however, to 
use my column to write about 
the visit of the Chinese Pre¬ 
mier, an event which failed to 
get as many column inches as 
it deserved. 

China is of course becoming 
an economic superpower. But 
the sad fact is that our exports 
to China have not correlated 
with its growth rate. 

This can be said, also, for 
the other ‘BRIC’ countries - 
Brazil, India and Russia. (In 
2009 we exported more to Ire¬ 
land than all the BRIC countries combined.) 

I’m glad to say that the situation is now changing. 
We are diversifying the destination of our exports, and 
increasing the amount we export to the new power¬ 
houses. Since the Prime Minister’s trip to China last 
January, British exports have increased by 20 per cent. 

The visit of Premier Wen is the most recent example 
of how we’re placing high importance on exporting 
our goods and skills. 

During the visit, £1.4bn of trade deals were signed 
off by Premier Wen — and he and the Prime Minister 
also restated the shared goal of raising bilateral trade 


to $100bn by 2015. Premier 
Wen also noted the importance 
of opening up the Chinese mar¬ 
kets, increasing the amount of 
imports. 

This is all very encouraging. 
Not only is it essential for the 
UK to increase its share of the 
Chinese market, it is also nec¬ 
essary that China increases the 
amount it imports in order to re¬ 
balance the global economy. 

But trade and economics were 
not the sole focus of discussion. 

The difficult balancing act 
consists of combining respect¬ 
ful and friendly diplomatic and 
trading relationships with frank 
discussion on basic human 
rights. Recent events, such as 
the jailing of the Chinese artist, 
Ai Weiwei, have added to con¬ 
cerns that, in China, freedoms 
and rights aren’t accelerating at 
the same rate as the economy. 
Unlike some of our European counterparts, the Prime 
Minister decided to balance trade negotiations with 
raising such concerns. 

China is much, much bigger and more important 
than we are, and we have a lot to gain. But we’ve also 
got a lot to offer China, and not all of it is business. Of 
course we mustn’t hector or lecture. But, as one of the 
world’s two oldest democracies, we really do have to 
be willing to stick up for liberty. If we don’t, who will? 

With luck and effort, we can keep up the trading re¬ 
lationship — but also export more than skills and 
goods.

■ THANKS very much for the compre¬ 
hensive and thoughtful coverage (last 
week) of BLAST'S "under threat" initia¬ 
tive, the "Aspire Project."This is indeed 
under threat, but BLAST itself isn't. 
Your headline "BLAST under threat" 
may have given the impression that 
we are. We're not. 

BLAST (Bridport Local Area Skills 
Training) is a voluntary organisation. It 
was created to counterbalance disad¬ 
vantages brought about by lack of 
local training and employment oppor¬ 
tunity, low skills levels, and the high 
drop out rate amongst those attend¬ 
ing established (and distant) centres of 
education and training. 

In a relatively short period BLAST has 
pretty much achieved what it set out 
to achieve -and then some. This has 
been helped through the develop¬ 
ment of positive partnerships with a 
variety of training providers, both 
public and private. 

Together with national training- 
providers Nacro, we have established 
West Dorset's first Skills Training Cen¬ 
tre and, also with Nacro, introduced 
the area's first training programme for 
16-18 year old "NEETS" (those "Not in 
Employment, Education or Training"). 
We have relied on the expertise of 
Nacro to actually deliver training in 
this area, and we have not been disap¬ 
pointed. The fact that a majority of the 
present intake have self-referred is tes¬ 
timony to the success of this is work. 
This work is not under threat. 

Working with a number of partners, 
BLAST has recently won the largest 
grant awarded by the European Social 
Fund in the whole of the West of Eng¬ 
land.We will relay on our partners, Trill 
Farm, Windmill Training, Monkton 
Wyld Court. Yeovil College and Kinston 
Maurward College, to deliver an imag¬ 
inative and far-reaching programme 
centred on "Skills for Self-reliance." Par¬ 
ticularly apt at this time, we would 
suggest. BLAST has employed an ex¬ 
cellent Coordinator for this initiative: 
Beaminster-based Stephen Yates, who 
was largely responsible for the cre¬ 
ation of the Yarn Barton Learning Cen¬ 
tre. A second Training Centre will be 
established in Bridport, and this will be 
led by Kingston Maurward.There is no 
threat to this initiative. 

A hitherto unannounced initiative is 
a Composite Machine Workshop, 
which will be led by acknowledged ex¬ 
perts in the composites field, Yeovil 
College. Composites are the recog¬ 
nised future of the engineering and 
manufacturing industry, and the aim 


is to make Bridport a centre of excel¬ 
lence in this nation-wide develop¬ 
ment. Quite a way to go yet, but with 
a target budget in excess of eight hun¬ 
dred thousand pounds, we are in the 
process of raising the last £80,000. This 
has been made possible in no small 
way through the support and gener¬ 
ous backing of the local Thomson 
Trust, who are contributing over 
£250,000. This work, which is not 
under threat, will lead to the establish¬ 
ment of Bridport's third Skills Training 
Centre. 

As the article (rather than the head¬ 
line) in last week's "View" clearly high¬ 
lighted, it is the "Aspire" Project that is 
under threat, and for the reasons 
stated. Despite all BLAST'S achieve¬ 
ments, and it's difficult not to be a bit 
proud of them, this is the Project that's 
dearest to our hearts. With other initia¬ 
tives, we look to specialists to provide 
the expertise. With this work, nobody 
we are aware of approaches such an 
obvious need in this way, nor (we be¬ 
lieve) with such results. Aspire targets, 
very successfully, the most needy, the 
most disadvantaged, and the most 
hard to reach young people in our 
community. In just over a year, over 
forty young people have been sup¬ 
ported into training, employment and 
learning. No point regurgitating the 
very comprehensive article. Wonderful 
though it is to attract over £260,000 in 
European funding for the Self-Reliance 
initiative, and to be close to achieving 
the £800,000 (plus) needed for the 
Composite Workshop, you can't help 
wondering why, when just £11,000 a 
year has achieved so much within the 
Aspire Project, it's so very difficult to 
persuade funders to support this 
work. 

Why is that, do you think? 

The fact is that the need for a project 
like Aspire is increasing and will con¬ 
tinue to increase. To date, and working 
within a relatively small budget, it has 
been able to produce quite remark¬ 
able results because of its innovative 
strategy. It will not survive beyond the 
summer, however, unless help is forth¬ 
coming. 

That's the threat. The victims are the 
young people who, given the right 
sort of support at the right time, can 
change their lives around and achieve 
what they would otherwise not have 
been able to achieve.

Create your own 
radio programme 


Everything in the garden is lovely 



FREE training on how to make a radio programme is 
being offered at the Bridport Arts Centre this month. 
The offer is part of the Bridport FM community radio 
project, being run by Bridport Arts Centre in conjunc¬ 
tion with Windrose Rural Media Trust. 

Free training sessions are being held at the arts cen¬ 
tre on Thursday, July 28th giving participants the 
know how in areas such as interview technique, using 
the digital recording equipment, making recordings 
and vox pops. 

Working in pairs, or groups of three, the trainees will 
be given 40 minutes intense tuition and then take the 
equipment away to have a go themselves. After this, 
they will get feedback about their work from the Win¬ 
drose trainers and be able to establish a work plan for 
creating their own programmes, which will eventu¬ 
ally be aired on a temporary radio station, Bridport 
FM, next March. 

Arts Centre Learning Coordinator Kate Wilson said: 
"Anybody with an interest in radio can come along 
and have a go. We are especially hoping the idea will 
appeal to the 15 to 25's and the over 60's in the com¬ 
munity, but everyone is welcome. You don't need to 
have an idea for a programme at this stage, although 
if you do, we'd love to hear it. We've already had some 
wonderful suggestions." 

Anyone interested in taking part in the training ses¬ 
sions is asked to email Kate on kate@bridport- 
arts.com or to call on 01308 427 183 to reserve a 
session. Trainees should allow about 2 hours in total 
for their introduction, recording and feedback ses¬ 
sions. 

The first slots are available at 1pm and run hourly 
with the last ones finishing at around 9pm. They will 
be located on a first come, first served basis. 

The free training has been made possible by a grant 
from the Esmee Fairbairn Foundation which is fund¬ 
ing the Bridport FM project.

NOW I don’t remember 
much from my Sports Sci¬ 
ence degree but I do recall 
that running a half 
marathon without any 
training was considered a 
bad thing. 

That was the challenge 
that lay before me at the 
weekend though, and one 
my self-imposed “no chal¬ 
lenge refused” policy 
would not let me turn 
down. 

The run was part of a 
triathlon, for those of you 
not familiar with that idea, 
it’s a race that combines 
swimming, cycling and 
running. 

The middle distance 
triathlon begins with a 1.2 
mile swim, followed by a 
59-mile bike ride and fin¬ 
ishing with a 13.1 mile mn. 

My challenger, Matt 
Hawker, a regular triath¬ 
lete, kindly suggested I 
should probably only do 
one of the disciplines as it 


was a one-off attempt. As I 
can’t swim and my bike is 
still suffering from a punc¬ 
ture it got when I was 11, 
the run was really the only 
option. 

Don’t get me wrong 
though, my running is not 
much better than my swim¬ 
ming, it’s just I can’t drown 
on a run. The truth is I 
haven’t run anywhere, 
other than to the bakery, in 
about two years. 

It wasn’t an easy course 
either, if there is such a 
thing. The 13.1 miles takes 
you on a scenic tour of 
Portland, along the coast 
path, down rocks and up 
steps, past the castle and 
the lighthouse before fin¬ 
ishing with a length of the 
causeway for good meas¬ 
ure. 

The rocky terrain was 
enough to slow down even 
the leaders of the pack at 
times as they negotiated 
loose stones, overgrown 


greenery and me blocking 
their path. 

I arrived early, three 
hours into the race, just as 
the leaders were coming 
into the run, and intro¬ 
duced myself to Mark 
Steen the organiser of the 
event. He allowed me to 
have my MP3 player, a 
luxury competitors aren’t 
allowed, and I settled into 
my pacemaker, a Frank 
Skinner audio book. 

As I made my way up the 
hill I was overtaken by a 
steady stream of runners. 
It’s fairly depressing to see 
the faces of people you 
overtook on a bicycle in 
Burton Bradstock, running 
past you an hour later 
when you haven’t even 
reached the top of Port¬ 
land. 

On Mark’s website the 
run is billed as a gruelling 
trek through the “Devil’s 
Backyard”. Now my body, 
even two days later, will 
agree with that so I under¬ 
stand where he is coming 
from but the course itself 
takes in some of the best 


coastal scenery you’re ever 
likely to find. 

I would say the views 
were “breathtaking” but 
that could have just been 
the running. 

As I reached the halfway 
point I was overtaken for 
the 32nd time that day by a 
familiar face. It was Matt 
Hawker, the man who had 
decided to take advantage 
of my “no challenge re¬ 
fused” offer. 

In hindsight, it’s probably 
a good thing that my body 
was too tired too push him 
off the cliff edge but at the 
time it seemed a reason¬ 
able reaction. He congratu¬ 
lated me on making it so 
far and said he’d wait for 
me at the end. He did, and 
managed to have a shower 
and something to eat in that 
time as well. 

The most agonising part 
of the journey came at the 
ten mile mark when I 
passed the finish line but 
had to continue going 
along the causeway before 
turning round and coming 
back. 


I reached a delirious stage 
at this point where I was si¬ 
multaneously crying and 
laughing to myself. 

I had to switch my MP3 
player onto some more up¬ 
tempo eighties tunes to get 
me through it. You know 
you’re in a long race when 
you can listen to the life 
story of a stand-up comic 
and still have time for some 
Wham to take you through 
the home straight. 

I finished the half 
marathon in three hours 30 
minutes. I was pretty 
pleased with that time, in 
fact I was pretty pleased to 
finish full stop, but to put it 
into perspective the slowest 
runner finished in just over 
three hours having already 
done the swim and the 
cycle and then having got 
lost. Incredibly the winner, 
Karl Alexander, finished 
the whole thing in under 
five hours. A new course 
record that could probably 
push our View From Smart 
cars to the limit. 

I posed for my picture 
with Mark to prove I’d fin¬ 
ished and then collapsed to 
the floor. There was hot 
food on offer nearby but it 
was upstairs so I decided 
against it. Besides, I knew 
I’d be going home to a 
hero’s welcome. Balloons 
on the door, party poppers, 
maybe a banner, at the very 
least a Sunday Roast. 


I got in to find a note 
from my family saying 
they had gone out for the 
day and that my eldest sis¬ 
ter had eaten my ready 
meal I left in the fridge. 

Despite how angry this 
made me I collapsed on the 


sofa safe in the knowledge 
that I would shame for this 
in the column this week. 

There is no doubt that the 
BustinSkin events are de¬ 
signed to push you to your 
very limits but if you’re up 
for a challenge they don’t 


come much tougher than 
this.

exploit the useable 
roof and empty 
space at Wheaton's 
and tried out a 10 
kilowatt solar photo 
voltaic array last 
June, to see what 
the data was like. 

"As soon as it was 
installed we could 
see how well it 
worked, how sim¬ 
ple it was to install 
and operate, and 
planning approval 
was a much easier 


prospect. People 
get emotional 
about wind tur¬ 
bines and you have 
to be in the right 
place but with PV it 
was better, much 
better. So the next 
thing was a shop¬ 
ping trip to Ger¬ 
many where they 
have been doing 
this for years. We 
became engrossed 
in the subject and 
read a lot of books 
and we were pretty 
sure what we 
wanted to do in de¬ 
veloping the site at 
Wheaton's and at 
this stage involved 
Tim Noyes, a skilled 
electrical contrac¬ 
tor who was used 
to working on com¬ 
mercial projects, 
hospitals and large 
agricultural installa¬ 
tions for example. 

"Mark is better on 
all the tariff stuff 
and how the ex¬ 
ported energy 
works its way 
around the grid, I 
am basically a de¬ 
veloper but learnt 
enough, with some 
help, to design the 
system overall, Tim 


had all the neces¬ 
sary electrical ex¬ 
pertise (and more 
besides). David Tip¬ 
pett, another friend 
and a Civil Engineer 
completed the ini¬ 
tial team and in the 
end building the 
system at 

Wheaton's was 
pretty much a 
straightforward 
construction proj¬ 
ect. 

"Because 
Wheaton's pro¬ 
vided the transport 
for Coombe Farm 
and they were al¬ 
ready very environ¬ 
mentally aware as a 
large organic farm, 
we went into dis¬ 
cussions with Philip 
Cook at the AH War¬ 
ren Trust. By the be¬ 
ginning of 

November we were 
working on the de¬ 
sign of a 1MW PV 
array at lower 
Coombe with Kevin 
Down and Richard 
Hooper and even¬ 
tually we ended up 
with the contract¬ 
ing company we 
have now; Solar 
South West which is 
50:50 owned be¬

tween the partners 
of the JB Wheaton's 
site and the AH 
Warren Trust. The 
business generated 
a huge amount of 
interest and we 
began carrying out 
work for others out¬ 
side of the share¬ 
holders! 

"The more we got 
into it, the more we 
realised how frag¬ 
mented the market 
here is compared to 
Germany and the 
more we looked 
around the local 
area, the more 
things have grown 


by word of mouth. 

"The costs of tech¬ 
nology are coming 
down so although 
the Government 
have reviewed the 
tariffs of the large 
scale schemes and 
begun to reduce 
the subsidy level, it 
is still very possible 
to make an invest¬ 
ment in solar en¬ 
ergy and get a 
good return on it. 
This is especially 
the case now at the 
under 50kW level; 
domestic and small 
commercial proj¬ 
ects now have ex¬ 


ceptional levels of 
return and we ex¬ 
pect the market to 
expand dramati¬ 
cally over the next 
12 months. 

"The technology is 
very robust and de¬ 
veloping all the 
time, all the same 
we never go for the 
cheapest. We do 
however want to be 
very competitive in 
the market and will 
continue to use our 
buying power, the 
partnerships we 
have created and 
the on the ground 
experience to give a

to our customers. 
We are very keen on 
PV and renewable 
energy and have in¬ 
vested lots in it so it 
is always done with 
due diligence and 
we want a system 
that is good for the 
customer in the 
long term, with 
proper warranty. 

"Solar energy gen¬ 


eration is here to 
stay, it is becoming 
more acceptable 
and commonplace 
every day, just like 
computers did. We 
are in a unique posi¬ 
tion; it is a rare 
beast that allows 
you to be doing 
something for the 
environment and 
for yourself, you are 
future proofing en¬ 


ergy supply for your 
children. With elec¬ 
tricity costs are 
going up all the 
time, if you could 
produce at least 50 
per cent of what 
you use, think what 
that could mean. A 
common myth is 
that solar PV needs 
sunlight, while it is 
true it generates 
more on blue-sky 


days, it is depend¬ 
ent on light, even 
on a dull day there 
can be a 30 percent 
generation. After 
only ten years, 
some towns in Ger¬ 
many are now just 2 
years away from 
running on 100% 
renewable energy, 
proving it is do¬ 
able." 

Since the com¬ 
pany set up only 
eight months ago, 
they have already 
worked on 20 do¬ 
mestic installations 
and are in the 
process of their fifth 
large industrial job, 
with Chard engi¬ 
neering company 
Brecknell Willis 
where there will be 
a 200kwp array on 
their new rail shop 
building. They are 
encouraging house¬ 
holds to think of 
solar power as the 


next step in home 
improvement, just 
as conservatories 
were. Each installa¬ 
tion is carefully 
planned to suit the 
individual home or 
business and the 
average sized job 
need only take a 
couple of days to fit. 
Issues such as listed 


buildings can be 
worked with, per¬ 
haps using a garage 
roof instead of the 
house and there are 
even solutions for 
where there was 
only a north facing 
roof available. Vil¬ 
lages could get to¬ 
gether and fund 
panels on a public 


building such as a 
school or village 
hall, which could 
then benefit every¬ 
one. 

The team are plan¬ 
ning open days to 
give everyone the 
opportunity to look 
around their large 
and smaller installa¬ 
tions and discuss 


the possibilities. 
Solar South West 
may be a business 
but it is made up of 
community spirited 
people who believe 
passionately in 
what they are doing 
for everyone, not 
just to line their 
own pockets.

RNLI celebrates 150 years 
of lifeboats in Lyme Regis 


L ifeboat Week in Lyme Regis is always 
a cause for celebration. But this year 
there is an extra reason. The RNLI is 
marking the 150th anniversary of a lifeboat 
service in the town. 

Records show that there was already a 
lifeboat in Lyme Regis in 1824 when the 
RNLI was formed. Early lifeboats such as 
the William Woodcock (1866), the Susan 
Ashley (1891) and the Thomas Masterman 
Hardy (1915) took ten oarsmen and could 
be rowed or sailed. 

Today the RNLI has some 35 volunteers at 
the lifeboat station by the harbour and op¬ 
erates an Atlantic 75 boat called the Pearl 
of Dorset. The vessel has a length of 24 feet 
and is capable of 34 knots (approx 40mph). 
A larger, Atlantic 85 class lifeboat, which 
can take a crew of four, is due to arrive in 
Lyme Regis next year. 

Every member of the lifeboat team is re¬ 


garded as crew and is on call 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week.They are alerted to 
a 'shout' by pagers, and after leaving their 
full time jobs to answer an emergency the 
crew are normally at sea well within ten 
minutes of the alarm sounding. 

RAF Marine Unit 

The 150th anniversary has been calcu¬ 
lated as an aggregate, taking into account 
a period from 1932 to 1967 when the Lyme 
Regis station was closed. During 1932-37 
boatmen in Lyme Regis provided an in¬ 
shore rescue service until the RAF opened 
a marine unit with high speed launches. 
The unit closed in 1964, local boatmen 
again organising a rescue service until the 
RNLI station re-opened in 1967 in a build¬ 
ing erected by voluntary labour. The cur¬ 
rent RNLI lifeboat station was opened in 
July 1997. 

The crew answered 36 emergency calls 


during 2010, and the Pearl of Dorset was 
launched dozens of times during the year 
for training sessions and exercises with 
neighbouring lifeboats and the coastguard 
helicopter.

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Still crazy after 
all these years 


PAUL SIMON @ Manchester Apollo 
Sunday, July 3rd 2011 

YOU KNOW you've made it when all you have to do receive a standing 
ovation is walk out on stage. But that's something Paul Simon, one of the 
greatest singer-songwriters of his generation, is getting used to. 

After a week that began with a rather lacklustre set at Glastonbury - 
thanks to a throat infection - subsequently followed by a number of can¬ 
celled shows (sadly including his Dorset show in Bournemouth), you could 
have forgiven last Sunday's Manchester crowd for being a little wary. Not 
a bit of it. 

And thankfully Simon was back in fine voice and delivered the goods. 
He opened with a dreamy 'Crazy Love, Vol II' from his biggest selling solo 
album, Graceland, which is celebrating its 25th anniversary. 

This was the first of six tunes from the African influenced album in a 
setlist which focused almost exclusively on his solo career, with - some¬ 
what surprisingly - only two numbers from his 1960s songbook of Simon 
& Garfunkel material. 

A shame then that even with the amazing fusion of cajun, reggae, world- 
beat and, of course, good old fashioned pop filling the theatre, anyone 
that attempted to get up from their seat or - perish the thought - dance 
in the aisles, were leapt on by security as if they were about to rush the 
stage. 

If the show had more of the delicate folk moments like the encore per¬ 
formance of 'The Sound Of Silence' - performed solo with just acoustic 
guitar for accompaniment - which demanded bums on seats respect, you 
could perhaps understand the rather draconian stance. But, as it was, 'se¬ 
curity' did nothing but kill the atmosphere rather than make anyone feel 
safe. 

This tour, Simon's first of the UK since 2006, is in support of new album 
So Beautiful Or So What As is so often the case, it's being heralded as his 
"best since Graceland " and five of this new LP's songs received an outing 
along with a number of covers. 

How strange though that Paul should choose to sing George Harrison's 
'Here Comes The Sun' - on which the two duetted on Saturday Night Live 
back in 1976 - when so few of his own songs from that period made the 
cut. 

And while Jimmy Cliff's 'Vietnam' segued wonderfully into Paul's very 
own reggae based 'Mother and Child Reunion' (itself originally recorded 
with Jimmy's band), his takes on Elvis' 'Mystery Train' and Chet Atkins' 
'Wheels' seemed to fall by the wayside. 

Even the most ardent fans of Paul's solo back catalogue must have 
hoped for a few more of his Sixties classics, but I guess Simon has just be¬ 
come bored of playing them. This is a 'solo' show after all, so why should 
he rehash songs he originally performed with Art Garfunkel? 

Nevertheless, S&G's 'The Sound of Silence' was a true highlight - the only 
tune of the night that would have been in Paul's repetoire when he was 
plying his trade around the country's folk clubs in the mid-Sixties. You 
could have heard a pin drop. And it was fabulous to see Paul out front on 
his own, armed just with a guitar and without the musical protection of 
his hugely talented eight-piece band. 

And the band were awesome. The lightning fast bass solo from Paul's 
old Graceland stalwart Bakithi Kumalo on closer 'You Can Call Me Al' was 
just one of many examples of the amazing proficiency of the ensemble. 
But it still left me wanting to see a Paul Simon concert, stripped back - one 
man with nothing but his voice and a guitar. Maybe some other time.

THE Lark, the trial of Joan of Arc, written by Jean Anouilh in 1953 and adapted by Christopher Fry, tells the story 
of the trial, condemnation and execution of Joan in two acts, and is set in the court at Rouen during the spring of 
1431. A hugely ambitious project tackled with their usual enthusiasm and determination by the members of Dorch¬ 
ester Drama Club, this very demanding play tells the story of Joan of Arc in flashbacks, centering on those com¬ 
missioned with presiding over her trial and eventual death by burning at the stake. Brilliantly directed by Trevor 
Williams, it takes the audience through the life of Joan from the voices urging her to save France to her relieving 
Orleans from the hands of the English, being sold to those she defeated for £10,000, standing trial at Rouen, and 
eventually being burned as a witch and heretic in the public square. And all this in the wonderful setting of the 
Roman Town House in Dorchester. 

The incredibly challenging role of Joan of Arc was undertaken by Lorna Moss, a talented young actress who 
managed to juggle learning her lines with sitting her A-levels, and she was superb. Still with the looks of an inno¬ 
cent teenager she gave a belief to the part that was both naive and yet with a commitment that belied her tender 
years. Trevor Williams himself played Beauchamp, the Earl of Essex, cunning and devious throughout, whilst the 
ineffectual and somewhat hard-up Dauphin, Charles, fell to Jonny White. His dealings with the trifling matters of 
the French court whilst continually playing cup and ball were quite delightful. And the play was not without 
touches of humour. The baiting of the vain, self-opinionated Robert de Beaudricourt, a role David Lucas amply 
filled, by Joan herself was one of those magical moments that helped relieve the seriousness of the situation. And 
the magnificent Lee Stroud, this time cast as Cauchon, Bishop of Beauvais, was as impressive as ever. An overbear¬ 
ing character whose one aim was to make Joan recant her ways and confess her visions were no more than fan¬ 
tasies and her voices non-existent, Lee was both masterful and at times persuasive, but amazing throughout. And 
the burning of Joan at the stake, bringing the play to an end, was both clever and effective. 

Every member of Dorchester Drama Club who took 
part in The Lark deserves heaps of praise. Battling not 
only a very intense play, but the weather as well, they 
carried on with the professionalism we now expect 
from their productions.The rain nessecitated a move 
indoors during the interval, but this was carried out 
efficiently and detracted in no way from the amazing 
sets they had created. In fact the interior of the 
Roman Town House added a somewhat sinister ele¬ 
ment to the court room surroundings and gave yet 
another touch of authenticity to the play. Well done 
one and all. Their next production will be Guards!

Premier League 

Dorchester 94 all out 

lost to Poole Town 370-9 by 276 runs 

DORCH ESTER were crushed by title contenders Poole Town at 
the Rec on Saturday, going down to a massive 276 run defeat. 

Captain Martyn Richards made three changes from last 
week's side in an effort to improve his team's faltering season 
but that was all to no avail as Poole amassed a formidable 370- 
9 on a good track in their 50 overs thanks mainly to a quick- 
fire century from Ben Rogers who was dropped when he had 
scored just 10. 

Dorchester were to rue that miss as the 16-year-old opener 
went on to score 120 in double quick time, his century coming 
off just 50 balls. 

Despite Rogers looking edgy in the early part of his innings, 
he and Masoor Khan (31) put on 144 for the first wicket, and 
with good contributions from Martin Miller (37), Alam (28), 
Ciaran Quinn (29) and Steve Wilson (44 not out) the visitors 
put the county town bowling and fielding to the sword. None 
of the bowlers escaped punishment with Andy Mead (2-58) 
and Dan Belt (2-65) the pick of the bunch. 

With the daunting task ahead, none of the Dorchester side 
were able to cope, as Quinn made the most of a demoralised 
batting display claiming 5-17 from his seven overs. 

Only Rob Waite (13), Belt (15), Richards (14) and Chris Back¬ 
house (12) got into double figures as the hosts capitulated to 
94 all out in just 18.5 overs. 

Richards said: "It was a horrendous afternoon in which we 
were left to rue an expensive missed opportunity, and where 
none of our batsmen focused and applied themselves. 

"All in all it was a day to reflect on some lacklustre fielding, 
undisciplined bowling but moreover an exceptional perform¬ 
ance from a young cricketer who I hope not to face again too 
many times in the future!" 

Weymouth 177 all out beat 
Blandford 111 all out by 66 runs 

AT 90-7 Weymouth's chances of victory looked slim particu¬ 
larly with skipper Paul Payne sidelined having torn a side mus¬ 
cle, but an eighth wicket stand of 86 by Faraz Ulhaq (53) and 
Cube Whyte (37) saw the Seasiders reach the respectable total 
of 177 all out to give themselves a fighting chance of victory. 

Payne who was on 28 when he had to retire, was the only 
bright spot in another dismal batting display, but Ulhaq and 
Whyte eventually gave Weymouth something to defend. 

Fortunately the home bowlers were in good form. Michael 
Pearce (3-26) and Matt Lawes (0-20) put the Blandford bats¬ 
men under the cosh from the start and with Ulhaq (3-22) and 
Whyte (3-29) also showing with the ball they reduced the vis¬ 
itors to 64-8, and despite a battling 35 not out by Aaron Day 
they were finally dismissed for 111 all out.

THIS was almost the father and son show as Buddy Langford 
ripped through the Bridport batting to claim 6-12 off 11.4 
overs after his son Martin had carried his bat for 61 not out to 
help steer the visitors to victory. 

Cattistock found the going tough to start against the open¬ 
ing bowling of Dorn Gape and Ed Halson and lost Dave Baggs

THE Weymouth and Portland National Sailing Academy 
(WPNSA) last week hosted a fleet of yachts sailing with visually 
impaired (VI) and blind crews on board as part of Blind Week 
which is now associated with the charity, 'Sailing Opportunities 
for Disabled People'. 

John Tweed, Chief Executive of the WPNSA is delighted to have 
hosted these sailors. "Blind Week is an excellent initiative dating 
back to 1975 and we are proud to be hosting the week this year 
at the academy. A large part of our venue developments focussed 
on access for people with disabilities, and it is inspiring to see vi¬ 
sually impaired and blind sailors enjoying these top rate facilities. 
The event has spawned many of the UK's world class racing sailors, 
with GBR regularly taking home gold, silver and bronze medals in 
the World Blind Sailing Championship and it is exciting to think 
that some of these visually impaired sailors could also make the 
2012 Paralympic Squad. 

"The week offers a great opportunity for visually impaired indi¬ 
viduals and gives them the opportunity to take their first steps off¬ 
shore and get a taste of the thrills off sailing. The event is available 


to all and experience is not a requirement, the idea of the event is 
for participants to gain experience from the skippers and other 
crew members. Many of the skippers involved in the event are sea¬ 
soned pros; two of them at this recent event have racked up 52 
blind weeks between them." 

The boats are provided with a talking compass and some have 
voice synthesised instrumentation. The teams consist of two VI 
sailors and one or two other crew members as well as the skipper. 
The cruising ranges from day sailing to cruises as far as France, 
the Isles ofScilly and the Channel Islands. 

The WPNSA is becoming a regular location for similar events 
with the IFDS World Championships having taken place last week. 
This is followed by the Test Games during August and will ulti¬ 
mately be the venue for the sailing competition at the London 
2012 Paralympic Games. 

Please note that Blind Week was initiated by, and run under the 
auspices of, the RYA Seamanship Foundation from 1976 (which 
was renamed RYA Sailability in 1995) who handed the organisa¬ 
tion on to Sailing Opportunities for Disabled People in 2000.

Bees show promise in anniversary celebration

BRIDPORT gained revenge for their defeat at the hands of 
Dorchester 125 years ago in their first competitive match 
with a comprehensive victory in this pre-season friendly 
writes Stuart Broom. 

A shirtsleeve crowd of 360 were treated to an entertaining 
first-half in which Bridport came from a goal down to lead 
2-1 at the break, although with Dorchester introducing a 
number of trialists in the second half the game petered out 
as the Bees kept their shape to add a further goal to reflect a 
fair scoreline. 

Dorchester having already played Yeovil Town and Exeter 
City in the previous three days selected a side with just a 
smattering of first team player which included Jamie Symes 
who was made captain for the day against his former club. 
There was also a start for the Magpies first summer signing 
Ben Dickenson, who was playing his first football of the sea¬ 
son having tweaked his ankle within 20 minutes of the start 
of the first pre-season training session. 

The club are excited by the speed of the former 
Christchurch forward and he showed that when he out¬ 
paced Shane Evans down the left after six minutes, but he 
fired his angled shot wide. 

Two minutes earlier Sam Charles showed that he had im¬ 
proved his speed during the season's break when he 
latched on to Gary McAuley's ball over the defence, but Dan 
Thomas raced out his goal to block his effort. 

After Sam Filkins had similarly blocked a George Kimber 
effort after a one-two with Dickenson, Matt Condliffe, who 
had an outstanding game, fired high and wide, and Matt 
Moors looped a header over the bar. 

With Bridport starting to dictate, it was against the run of 
play when Dorchester took the lead on 21 minutes after 
Adam Symes brought down Rico Wilson on the left corner 
of the penalty area. 

Wilson's free-kick was blocked but the ball eventually 
found Jamie Symes who curled his shot beyond Filkins from 


15 yards. 

However Bridport were level four minutes later when trial- 
ist Ben Martin tripped Charles on the edge of the box. 

Darren Watts showed he had lost none of his accuracy by 
curling the 20-yard free-kick beyond Thomas and into the 
corner off the underside of the bar. 

Charles then had his 25-yard angled shot pushed away by 
Thomas after Russell Legg had split the Magpies defence. 

At the other end Wilson should have scored with the goal 
at his mercy after being put in by sub Seb Broomfield but 
stumbled allowing Evans to clear. 

The miss proved costly because almost immediately 
Charles beat Thomas to a long ball out of defence but his 
toe poke was going well wide before Moors, chased the ball 
wide before chipping the ball from an acute angle just in¬ 
side the far post to give Bridport the lead six minutes from 
the break. 

Broomfileld had a chance to square matters before the in¬ 
terval when Dickenson cleverly played him in, but Filkins 
just got enough on the ball to deflect it wide. 

The second-half never really took off as a spectacle. 
Dorchester made several changes which consequently 
broke the flow of play, and with so many new faces on show 
their game became disjointed, whilst Bridport kept their 
shape and dominated the game. 

Sub Tom Richardson on for Moors at half-time had an 
early chance but his 15-yard shot struck the outside of the 
upright. 

However he sealed the win five minutes from time when 
he met Joe Charles'flick on from sub Gary Bulman's corner 
to volley past a crowded Magpies goalmouth.
